Revolution in human affairs denotes 


death of an old order and birth of a 
new Sometimes the proce* is very 
gradual and only the trained observer 
can note the sii;ns of progressive dis- 
solution in the dying order. 
Some- 


times it is violent in the extreme and 
the signs are readable by all who run. 


The o'niy thing that is uncertain 


•with respect to the revolution now 
proceeding in Russia Is the duration 
of the death agony of the autocracy. 
That the autocracy is on its deathbed 
there can be no doubt. 
The occur- 


rences at Odessa and elsewhere are 
gangrene spots. But it may be that 
the circulation 
of the blood is so 


slow,' the nervous 
system so rudi- 


mentary, the 'organism so poorly or- 
ganized" that it will take a long lime 
for the poison to still its heart beats. 
Moribund, the Russian, autocracy may 
yet last a good while. 
At this dis- 


tance, living as we do in a nation that 
throbs from end to end in a moment 
responsive to one single impulse of 
emotion, it is difficult for us to com- 
prehend the life o£ a people which is 
little better than a mass of unorgan- 
ized protoplasm. 
What do we know, 


what can \ve know of the thoughts 
of the Russian peasant—one hundred 
millions 
of 
him? 
And 
until 
his 


thoughts become .articule 
the 
new 


Russian nation cannot 
be born and 


the old Russian autocracy cannot die. 


It may be a long 'time, and yet it 


may be that the spark will travel fast- 
er in the tinder than

IS IT DESERTION? 


The resignation of Chief Engineer 


"Wallace of the Panama Canal raises 
the question of the 
right of a man 


holding such a position, under such 
conditions as now, exist, to abandon 
the work in order to accept more re- 
munerative 
private . 
employment. 


This question, in fact, is raised by 
Secretary Taft in the statement which 
he has issued regarding Mr. Wallace's 
resignation. 


If at the beginning oC ]SC4 General 


Grant, having been put in command 
of -the national 
army and 
having 


actually begun his campaign, had sud- 
denly resigned to "become president of 
a railroad at a salary two or three 
times as much as that which the gov- 
ernment was paying, the judgment of 
the world would unquestionably have 
been that General Grant was a de- 
serter—indeed a traitor to his coun- 
try. 


Is Mr. Wallace's case in any way 


like it? The Unfed States is not now 
at war. but we have entered upon a 
t'reat. international work in complet- 
ing the Panama Canal,- which is ex- 
pected to accomplish for the com- 
merce and power 
of this country all 


that any war could achieve. 
In the 


building of this waterway, the eyes of 
the world are upon us and our prest- 
ige is at stake. Mr. Wallace was en- 
gaged as the best and most available 
engineer to conduct this work. 
It 


was an -''undertaking 
which would 


have given him almost as much fame 
as that which attaches to the name 
of General Grant. 
As Grant, accept- 


ed his position in the army, know- 
ing full well the hardships and dan- 
gers attending upon 
it and so Mr. 


Wallace accepted his position as en- 
gineer, knowing the 
hardships and 


dangers which accompany it. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and

Insists on Enforcing Old Statute in 


Regard to Unloading Animals for \ 
Period of Five Hours During Time 


of Transportation. 
s- 


Washington, July 3.—The 
depart- 


ment ot agriculture hn.s prepared and 
is ready to begin 1,200 suits against 
the raJlroads of this country to secure 
the imposition of a penalty of $300 in 
each case for every violation of the 
so-called twenty-eight liour law.. 


That statute requires carriers trans- 


porting live stock from one state to 
another to unload, feed, water, and 
rest every animal for a period of five 
hours after it has been on the road 
not more than tv.'eoty-eis'nt hours. 


Nearly every railroad from Maine 


to California is Involved. 
The evi- 


dence against them is regarded as be- 
ing so strong thai ^attorneys repre- 
senting the roads a.!'e 
negotiating 


• with Secretary Wilson Tvith a view 
to having a minimum penalty of ?100 
imposed, the understanding being it 
the maximum is not demanded the 
railroads will comply with the law. 


Wants the Law Observed. 


In a large number of cases the sec- 


retary is disposed to agree, because ho 
cares more for the future observance 
of the law than for'punishment for of- 
fenses committed 'while the railroads 
thought, they 
could 
disregard 
the 


statute with impunity. The suits will 
be filed in the circuit courts, and will 
be civil actions for damages, ns the 
law makes no provision for either 
fine or imprisonment. 


Since the railroads became con- 


vinced' of- Secretary Wilson's determ- 
ination to enforce this old statute, 
•which was enacted in 1S72. they have 
been endeavoring to get him to agree 
to modifications. They want him to 
agree to a lengthening ot the time to 
thirty-two hours, be.cause nearly every 
road then.will be able to bring cattle 
from the chief points of origin of ship- 
ment to the stock yards in that time 
and'thereby do away with the neces- 
sity of feeding and resting. 


Up to this time, however, the sec- 


retary has insisted upon a compliance 
with the terms of the statutes. 
The 


only concession he has shown a will- 
ingness to make is with reference to 
imposing a minimum penalty under 
an expressed .condition.
